—Two nazis convicted of tak- 
ing part in the putsch in which 
Chancellor EngelbertDollfuss 
was slain were hanged this 
afternoon after p l e a s for 
clemency had been rejected. 


One of them. Otto Planetta, for- 
mer army staff sergeant, was 
the 


man who fired the shots into Doll- 
fuss' body, and the 
other, Franz 


Holzweber was leader of the putsch 
in which the federal chancellery was 
seized last Wednesday. 


Both were convicted by a court- 


martial of high treason and Plan- 
etta of the additional offense ot 
killing the chancellor. The hanging 
took place under the law which pro- 
vides execution of a sentence three 
hours after it is imposed. 


Immediately after the execution, 


an official account was issued. 
It said that after the sentence of 


death was read to him as he stood 
on the gallows. Franz Holzweber 


"I die for Germany; Heil Hitler!" 
Planetta, according to this ac- 


count, shouted only: 


"Heil Hitler!" 


Face Court Calmly. 


Planetta and Holzweber, who had 


faced the court calmly and told of 
their part in che uprising, were the 
first nazis executed in Austria, ala, 
though death' had been threatened 
against many for "Sets of terrorism. 
Planetta admitted he killed Doll- 


fuss, but insisted that he had not 
meant to do so and said he was 


It was the irony of Dollfuss' fate 
that although he many times an- 
nounced ruthless punishment 
for 
nazi terrorists and threatened them 
•with the gallows, only socialists died 
at the rope's end until after his own 
death. 
Today's executions were the work 


of the new government of 
Kurt 


Schuschmgg, headed by a man who 
bitterly resents the slaying of his 
former chief. 


Hangman Emerges. 


A few minutes later after the two 
nazis died, at approximately the

Doerr Objects. 


Beer Licenses Doubled 


For Wholesale And 


On-Sale Dealers. 


With Paul W. Doerr casting the 


only negative vote, the city council 
late Monday doubled the occupation 
tax on wholesale and on-sale dealers 
m beer, by passage of an amend- 
ment to the ordinance regulating 
the sale of beverages in Lincoln. At 
the same time the council adopted 
another ordinance requiring all beer 
taverns permitting dancing to pay 
an occupation tax of $40 and a 
license of $10 per year. 


As originally draun, the beer or- 


dinance fixed the minimum age for 
those who can serve or sell beer at 
21 years. As passed the minimum 
is 18 years However, there is noth- 
ing in the measure which will pre- 
vent persons under 18 years old be- 
ing employed in places where beer 
is sold so long as they do not sell 
or serve beer 
Doerr voted in the negative, he 


said, because the beer amendment 
provided that young men and girls 
18 years old can be employed m the 
sale and'serving of beer "I am op- 
posed to that section," he declared. 
The state law prohibits the sale of 
beer to minors. To allow minors to 
sell and serve beer is radically in- 
consistent, and I cannot vote for 
the ordinance" 


Tax Effective Tuesday. 


L C. Oberlies also opposed the 


provision allowing minors to serve, 
but voted for the ordinance. "I vote 
'yes,'" he declared. "But I protest 
against the 18-year-old clause. How- 
ever, I cannot see my way clear to 
vote against the ordinance when it 
has so many good features." 


The taxes as fixed by the council 


in the amended ordinance become 
effective 
late 
Tuesday. 
Lincoln 


•wholesalers will have to pay $250 in 
addition to the state license. A sec- 
tion added at the request of Mayor 
Fenton B. Fleming fixes the same 
tax on wholesalers in other cities 
who do business here. The on-sale 
fee is $100 


When the council took up the 


licensing amendments, the council 
chamber was well filled with spec- 
tators, most of them being mem- 
bers of the Lincoln Beverage Deal- 
ers association. Their spokesman 
was Attorney Richard Stout. 


Cites University Students. 


The dealers do not strenuously 


oppose the higher occupation tax, 
he declared, "but they do not want 
the age of employes restricted to 
persons over 21 years old " He then 
made a lengthy argument agamst 
depriving university students of an 
opportunity to work their way 
through school. "If this measure is 
passed," he added, "there will be at 
least 200 Lincoln young men and 
girls thrown out of work" 


"Many, of these university stu- 
dents," Attorney Stout declared, 
"are students who are taking active 
part in university athletics, some of 
them being members of the football 
'squad " 


Says Authorities Opposed. 


Commissioner 
Doerr 
cpuntered 
with the plea that "university au- 
thorities have protested against beer 
taverns being near the school. Now 
you are proposing that we pass a 
law catering particularly to the em- 
ployment of university students in 
beer taverns " 


When the roll was called Com- 
missioner E. M. Bair saw "no rea- 
son why a young man or girl is not 
just as well qualified to sell beer as 
those who are of age."

Heart and, Soul, But 
The President's Dolphin

Henry 
Ford 
was 
seventy-one 


years old yesterday. 
Nearly sixty jears ago he thought 


he was old enough to earn his own 
living and got a job at two dollars 
a week in a machine shop, where he 
worked all day six days a week. 
Two dollars a week was not quite 
enough, wnen the machine shop 
closed at six o'clock young Henry 
went to work as clerk in a jewelry 
shop that kept open late. 
There 
he made one dollar and a half per 
week more. On three dollars and 
a half a week he could live. 


That was not exactly an 
NHA 
program, but it worked. Since he 
made that start Henry Ford has 
paid in 
lushest 
wages to other. 


Americans, skilled and 
unskilled, 


for labor and for producing 
ma- 
terials, 
thousands of millions or 
dollars, and he has constantly raised 
wages, paying out to workers at 
least a billion-dollars that he might 
have kejt in his own bank account. 


Henry Ford's success was not 
sudden. He had been old enougn 
to vote 
several years before He 


earned more than $5 a day. 
But he worked steadily, and he 
thought- and planned all the time. 
He is working and thinking today, 
as hard as he ever did, looking and 
planning anead, and this country 
hopes he will continue to work and 
plan for 
the 
public benefit for 


many years to come. 
Also the 
country 
hopes that 
President Roosevelt will tell his 
NRA and other "new era" enthusi- 
asts not to pester Henry Ford or 
tell him how to run his business. 
Henry Ford seems to know how to 
run it.

Hamilton and 
Stanton 


To Be Placed On 


Federal List. 


Hamilton and Stanton counties 


have been added to the list of coun- 
ties applying for monthly allotments 
of federal relief funds and their re- 
quests for quotas during August 
were among those laid before the 
state relief committee at its meeting 
Tuesday afternoon. 


Hamilton has not heretofore re- 


ceived any relief money, as its own 
resources were sufficient to carry it 
through the last fiscal year. Drouth

-ecently signed the agreement to 
evy 1.93 mills special tax for relief 
and use one-quarter of gasoline tax 
'unds in employing workers now on 
relief rolls, in order to qualify for 
Tederal aid. 
Stanton was a beneficiary of the 


state relief distribution up to and 


including last May, but on the ad- 
vice of Federal Agent Hnyncs it did 
not sign the agreement because it 
was in shape to take care of its own 
needy families. Now it is back again 
on account of the results of partial 
crop failure, and will again share in 
the distribution, under the same 
conditions as other counties. 


During the week ended July 26 


the federal relief organization had 
4,880 persons on its work relief pay- 
roll, whose earnings amounted to 
$33,130—a slight, increase in both 
items over the previous week.

DUE TO FAULTS 


Harold Cook Says Others 


May Come In Course 


Of Time. 


SCOTTSBLUFF, Neb.. July 3'— 


(AP)—The earth tremors which 
early Monday shook western Ne- 
braska and parts of Colorado likely 
occurred in a long "plane of un- 
rest" extending along faults which 
stretch from the Chadron, Neb., sec- 
tion, through western Nebraska and 
eastern Wyoming, in the opinion of 
Harold Cook of Agate Fossil ranch, 
custodian of the Scottsbluff national 
monument here. Cook is a former 
member of the Colorado museum of 
natural history staff at Denver. 


Cook timed 
the tremor at his 


ranch house, where windows were 
rattled arid metal handles on fur- 
niture shaken, at 12:14 a. m., noting 
that one tremor lasted more than a 
minute and another about 15 sec- 
onds. 
The 
faults which may 
have 


brought on the quake are related 
to the -Black Hills uplift, he said. 


It is also possible, he said, that 
this tremor originated in the Hart- 
ville, Wyo., mountains. 
There, he 


said, is an ages-old movement of 700 
feet in one fault slide. The San 
Francisco earthquake resulted from 
a movement of less than ten. feet, 
he said. 
It is not impossible that there 
will be many such quakes in this 
section, but probably none of a 
damaging nature, within the next 
few generations, he said.

Mr. Park pointed out that there 


is no great difference between the 
costs of operation in coal and gas 
and that lour factors should influ- 
ence the choice.

AGAIN $39,000 


Estimate Submitted To 


Council Omits Care 


Of Indigents. 


Financial needs of the city health 


department for the fiscal year be- 
ginning September 1, will approx- 
imate $39,000, the amount appro- 
priated for the year closing August 
31, according to the budget esti- 
mates of the public health advisory 
board approved at a special meet- 
ing Monday afternoon. 
The bud- 
get will be submitted to the coun- 
cil for approval. 
The 
amount which the 
city 
council will be asked to appropriate 
does not contemplate the city pro- 
viding funds for th? care of the 
indigent. 
"If that added burden 
which is a duty of the county, must 
be taken on." it was explained by 
the budget committee, the appro- 
priation should be increased to $45,- 
000.Prior to the 
meeting of 
the 
health board, the council Monday 
afternoon passed a resolution re- 
fusing to provide hospitalization for 
the indigent. "That is the duty of 
the countv," it was contended. 
The 
salary 
list set up by the 


budget 
committee 
provides 
in- 
creases from $2,800 to 
$3.000 
per 
year for the superintendent, and 
from $2,400 to $2.700 for the citv 
physician, All other employes will 
receive the same pay as has pre- 
vailed during the 
present 
fiscal 
year, except the "desk nurse," who 
is given a slight increase to $105 
per month. 


A parochial school nurse is pro- 


vided at a salary of $50 per month, 
and $1,200 a year is added for the 
employment of a supervising nurse. 
Either the Red Cross or some other 
organization is expected to furnish 
an additional $50 per month. Sup- 
plies needed by the parochial school 
nurse will be furnished by the fed- 
eral government. The supervising 
nurse is to be a trained 
welfare, 
medical social worker. 


The aggregate salaries asked by 


the health board is $25,740. Mainte- 
nance costs are estimated at $19,000, 
including hosp.talization of the in- 
digent. 


Detailed Costs. 


The cost of maintaining the iso- 
lation hospital is fixed at $1,000 for 
the year. This does not include an 
estimated $10.000 if the city must 
take care of tuberculosis cases. 
For fumigation and quarantine 


work. $100 is needed, and $4,000 for 
the laboratory. Vaccines and serums 
will cost $300 and x-ray and dairy 
inspection similar amounts.

no attention to beer tax revenue,

Some 
members of the board think that 
as much us $175,000 will be taken 
in from that source during the 
next fiscal year.

State Treasurer Hall pointed jtit 


in the meeting of the board that 
the cash balance in the state gen-

Taxpayer Can Assist 


Character Education, 
Dr. W. H. Burton Says 
The schools of the nation can do 


a far better job of teaching citizen- 
ship and character than has been 
the case in the past if the taxpayers 
will only let them, Dr. W. H. Bur- 
ton, professor of education at the 
University of Southern California, 
declared Tuesday noon in an ad- 
dress at the luncheon of the Rotary 
club, at the Lincoln hotel. 


His statement, he said, is based on 


findings in a survey of the knowl- 
edge of 20,000 children up to the 
iwelfth grade. Ten years were re- 
quired to make the study. 


According to Dr. Burton, when the 


survey 
was 
completed 
in 1929. 


schools ranked fourth in educational 
.nfluences connected with character 
building and citizenship. Newspap- 
ers ranked first, he added, with the 
moving picture and the home next 
n that order. 


Children as a whole. Dr. Burton 


said, were shown by the survey to 
nave a good conception of one phase 
of a political, economic or 
social 


condition, and know virtually noth- 
ing of another This was due, he 
said, to one side being presented al- 
most to the exclusion of the other 


Most children questioned were best 


informed about bootleggers, divorce, 
alimony, the sheriff and juvenile 
court, Dr. Burton declared. 
They 


were reasonably well informed about 
municipal government, and recog- 
nized that taxes must be paid, and 
in a large way, why.

The next largest expenditure was

and common schools receiving state 
aid. 


For the 17 penal and charitable 


institutions in charge of the board 
of control the gross amount paid 
out within the past year was $2,- 
067,769, which includes supplies of 
all kinds, salaries of officers and 
employes, new buildings and other 
improvements, land purchased, and 
administrative 
expenses 
of 
the 


board. 


No Legislative Expense. 


As the legislature was not in ses- 
sion at any time during the year, no 
money was paid out on its account. 
The regular executive departments 
of the state, headed by elective of- 
ficers, expended a total of $383,685; 
the supreme and district courts, 
$341,024; the governor's code depart- 
ments, $748,567; and miscellaneoui 
other departments (such as the rail- 
way commission, national guard, 
capitol commission, etc), $782,236. 


Of the grand total expenditures 


for-the year, $4,290,353 went to pay 
salaries and wages; $1,432,312 for 
general supplies; $275,582 for up- 
keep and repairs of state property;

MR. HOOVER RETURNS. 


whence does the spark of liberty spring? 


*• 
Is it something made secure by the printed 


word, as embodied in a constitution, or is it an at- 
tribute of a 
specific 
governmental system? Is it 


something as intensely human as people themselves? 
Could there be such a thing as tyranny under a 
democratic form of government and freedom under 
an enlightened governmental system dissimilar from 
ours? 


All of these questions are raised by the announce- 


ment that former President Herbert Hoover is pre- 
paring to return to public life by way of a book he 
has written, and which will come from the presses 
in September, lending strength to a supposition that 
it primarily is intended to influence the congressional 
elections which come in November, and also to re- 
assert the Hoover leadership in the republican party. 
The name of the book is "The Challenge to Liberty.1' 


Ah. liberty! 
What sins have been committed in thy name! 
Prom time immemorial, men have spoken of liberty, 


and have utilized its fair badge in furtherance of 
their own personal ambitions to selfish ends. 
But 


liberty is not secured in that way. One of its most 
passionate advocates once said eternal vigilance was 
its price. And by "eternal vigilance" he meant that 
measure of watchfulness, that degree of fidelity to 
popular and representative institutions, which would 
furnish in themselves the opportunity for freedom 
for men. 


IIOW fully has Mr. Hoover believed in liberty? He 


is on record years ago as expressing contempt 


for the ability of the crowds to handle their own 
affairs. When it came .to "master minding," he per- 
haps was its outstanding exponent. He believed that 
human welfare was promoted by permitting those of 
reputed exceptional ability to handle affairs for the 
benefit of all others. And, more recently, as recently 
as when he was in the White House, he subscribed 
without reservation to^-tne-- strange' philosophy- which 
reared its head in this democracy that government 
by Big Business was the greatest guarantee that 
people would be happy, contented, and prosperous. 
Not only did he subscribe to that doctrine, but also 
he gave it definite form by his handling of national 
affairs. 
It is not with the intention of impugning 


the motives of the former president, or of question- 
ing his sincerity that attention is directed to what 
must be known to every man and woman who gave 
any thought or any study to national affairs during 
the Hoover era. 


Now, in marked contrast, you 'have a philosophy 


of a New Deal. Whatever may be its mechanical im- 
perfections, whatever may be its weaknesses, in ap- 
plication, whatever may be its real or fancied short- 
comings — Its underlying spirit is as cool and as re- 
freshing, as inviting and as welcome as the singing 
mountain stream is to the thirsty man attempting to 
scale the heights. "We want the full life," Mr. Roose- 
velt once said in directing his appeal to the Ameri- 
can people. And what is that full life? It means 
security and stability in an economic sense. It means 
every idle man . employed. It means the restoration 
of faith that firesides may be lighted, heated, warmed, 
and supplied with food. It means that 
ambition 


flourishes, that the family unit is preserved in its 
old. established form, that the resourcefulness. Indus- 
try. and thrift which has characterized 
America 


shall be revived. It means justice to the worker — 
justice In the sense of a common recognition that he 
performs a useful service and should be compensated 
accordingly — that the bread he eats, the meat he 
consumes, the clothes he wears, and the home he 
furnishes Is not a gratuity or a gift from some su- 
perior mind directing affairs, but his compensation 
for his contribution to the general wealth of the 
nation. .

FEDERAL BUILDINGS. 


: 
T IS gratifying to learn that contracts have been 


let for the Rising City and Kenesaw water works 


projects and that work will begin on them in the 
near future. 
These will give employment to large 


numbers of men and put money into circulation at 
a time when it will probably be most badly needed. 
Other projects may be expected to open up in the 
near future, thus greatly relieving the situation. 


No news, however', would afford greater pleasure 


than that to the effect that work was to begin upon 
the numerous postoffice buildings that have been au- 
thorized for Nebraska. Building construction all over 
the country has lagged behind other classes of im- 
provement, with the result that great numbers of 
skilled workmen are unemployed or compelled to work 
as laborers. 
Some building is going on, but much 


more is needed, and it is hoped that it will start in 
the near future. 


Building construction 
probably has a more far 


reaching effect than any other sort of enterprise, for 
the materials come from every corner of the na- 
tion. It provides work for the lumbermen of the 
northwest and the iron and steel workers of the 
north and east. The glass workers get their share 
as do those who produce and handle paints. All sorts 
of materials are jmt to-usejmd much ernployment is 
provided for railway men and "those in" other branches " 
of transportation. 


But there is invariably a great lapse of time be- 


tween the date when congress authorizes a public 
building and that on which work is actually com- 
menced. The .treasury department, which has charge 
of such matters, moves very slowly in its routine af- 
fairs and it is generally two years or more before 
work begins on a building authorized in an interior 
city. 


There is reason to believe that work will start on a 


number of federal buildings in this state within a 
comparatively short time. It cannot begin too soon 
to suit the residents of the towns in which they are 
to be located, as well as the other people of Nebraska. 


GOVERNOR OLSON IN A HOT SPOT. 


W 


rHEN the people of a state or community elect 


some man to administer the public affairs who 


is known more for his espousal of radical ideas and 
policies rather than for level-headed business judg- 
ment, they usually have reason to regret it. 


Citizens of Minneapolis are now experiencing the 


hardships of martial law imposed upon them by or- 
der of Floyd Olson, Minnesota's farmer-labor gover- 
nor. They cannot drive down town and park their 
cars on any street in the business section, nor can 
merchants send out trucks to deliver goods to the 
homes of their customers/ because the governor has 
decreed that only a few necessary commodities may 
be moved. The result is to tie up all kinds of busi- 
ness and make it extremely difficult for everyone to 
look after his affairs. 


According to inside reports, nobody asked to have 


the city placed under military rule. 
The striking 


truck drivers were much opposed to it; the mer- 
chants did not want it: and the general public, al- 
though inconvenienced by the strike, was not in fav- 
or of putting national guard troops in control. The 
police could have handled the situation fairly well if 
the governor had kept hands off; in fact, it had 
made some progress toward restoring normal condi- 
tions before the governor butted in. 


However, being a candidate for re-election. Olson 


followed the instinct of a vote-seeking politician by 
doggerel about constitutions and the bill of rights 
and the guarantees of liberty are meaningless if "any i doing what he thought would help his own chances. 
considerable portion of the American people are to 
be reduced to economic uncertainty and are to come 
in time to accept complacently the insidious phil- 
osophy they are not competent to meet thc every- 
day tests of life but should pass that responsibility 
on to those who are said to possess greater vision. 
greater imagination, greater ability. 


The great .tragedy of Mr. Hoovers well meant life

HOW EMOTIONAL UPSETS 


MAY RESULT IN ILLNESS 


The three primitive emotions oi 
man are fear, anger and self-love. 
During development to maturity, 
self-love turns 
into self-respect 
or unselfish love 
for others. In 
any well bal- 
anced character 
self-respect must 
be dominant or 
ill health is like- 
ly to follow, par- 
ticularly if the 
fear and anger 
elements are 
heightened in 
intensity. 
"-The individual 
usually tolerates 
the heightening 
of anger better j^. ciendeoin*" 
t h a n f e a r , 
, 
writes a prominent St. Louis neurol- 
ogist. "Fear is commonly the factor 
to tip the balance towards ill healtn. 


XJpset emotions result in func- 
tional, but not organic, illness- 
symptoms, not disease. They cause 
much apprehension but are usually 
curable. Frequently beiore thc emo- 
tional basis is uncovered, tney puz- 
zle both patient and physician. Most 
of the failures debited to medical 
treatment belong -in tnis category. 
The patients go from physician to 
physician, specialist to specialist, 
each of whom finds some little devi- 
ation in his field, none sufficient to 
account for the illness of the whole 
man. 
For instance, a woman of 30 had 
some trouble with one of her eyes 
and 
some digestive 
disturbances. 


One physician found that she had 
no hydrochloric acid in her stom- 
ach. An oculist found a little thick- 
ening of the corner of the eye, but 
was doubtful whether that could 
account for her discomfort. Other 
slight abnormalities were noted but 
none of them were sufficiently grave 
to account for the fact that sne was 
a chronic invalid. She took digitalis 
for her heart, under her own direc- 
tion, until she had irregularity of 
the pulse and pain in the heart, 
which she thought was angina. 


An analysis of her life showed 
that she had constantly made sacri- 
fices for her family, helped support 
her father and mother, put tier 
brothers through school, and "ad 
received no thanks or gratitude in 
return. Her physical appearance was 
unattractive. She lost some money 
and felt her future was insecure and 
that she was incompetent. Wnen 
told that the pain in her heart was 
imaginary, sne became very angry. 
However, on being ordered to stop 
all medication, to stop helping her 
brothers and allow them to stand on 
their own feet, and being put on a 
course of outdoor exercise, tennis 
swimming, she recovered complete- 
ly.Another instance is of an insur- 
ance salesman who was always com- 
plaining of burning and sourness oi 
trie stomach after meals. Although 
there was some tenderness over tne 
stomach, other examinations failed 
to snow the presence of an ulcer 


which was suspected. In making a 
complete diagnosis of the case, his 
physician 
discovered that he had 


speculated on the stock market in 
1929 and made profits eqqual to his 
income from, his work; also that he 
and. his wife were having 
trouble 


and were on the verge of a divorce. 
In tne years from 1929 to 1933. every 
time the stock market changed, his 
stomach got worse. 


Finally, after he had obtained a 


divorce and had decided to with- 
draw from the stock market and go 
back to his regular work, all his di- 
gestive symptoms ceased. The cause 
of the symptoms was fear of losing 
money, anger at his wife's actions, 
and loss, of self-respect—all 
three 


fundamental emotions upset.

"Proposed by Initiative Petition 


An amendment to the Constitution of Nebraska 


providing that beginning with the regular session of 
the legislature in 1937 the legislative authority of 
the-state shall be vested in a legislature consisting

of one house of not less than thirty nor more than 
fifty members, the members to be nominated and 
elected in a non-partisan manner; to provide foi the 
compensation and terms of office of said legislative 


NO 
members; to provide for sessions of said legislature 
and to provide the procedure of and in said legisla- 
tive body nscessary for the enactment of laws." 
TEXT OF THE AMENDMENT 


"BE IT ENACTED BY THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF 


NEBRASKA: 


That Section 1 of Article III of the Constitution of Nebraska be 


amended to read as follows: 


Sec. 1. Commencing with the regular session of the Legislature 


to be held in January, nineteen hundred and thirty-seven, the legislative 
authority of the state shall be vested in a Legislature consisting of one 
chamber. The people reserve for themselves, however, the power to 
propose laws, and amendments to the constitution, and to enact or 
reject the same at the polls, independent of the Legislature, and also 
reserve power at their own option to approve or reject at the polls any 
act, item, section, or part of any act passed by the Legislature. All 
authority vested by the constitution or laws of the state in the Senate, 
House of Representatives, or joint session thereof, in so far as appli- 
cable, shall be and hereby is vested in said Legislature of one chamber. 
All provisions in the constitution and laws of the state relating to the 
Legislature, the Senate, the House of Representatives, joint sessions of 
the Senate and House of Representatives, Senator, or member of the 
House of Representatives, shall, in so far as said provisions are appli- 
cable, apply to and mean said Legislature of one chamber hereby 
created and the members thereof. 
All references to Clerk of House 


of Representatives or Secretary of Senate shall mean, when applicable, 
the Clerk of the Legislature of one chamber. All references to Speaker 
of the House of Representatives or temporary president of the Senate 
shall mean Speaker of the Legislature. 
Wherever any provision of the 


constitution requires submission of any matter to, or action by, the 
House of Representatives, the Senate, or joint session thereof, or the 
members of either body or both bodies, it shall after January first, 
nineteen hundred and thirty-seven, be construed to mean the Legisla- 
ture herein provided for. 


, That Section 5 of Article III of the Constitution of Nebraska be 


amended to read as follows: 


Sec. 5. At the regular session of the Legislature held in the year 


nineteen hundred and thirty-five the Legislature shall by law deter- 
mine the number of members to be elected and divide the state in 
Legislative Districts. In the creation of such Districts, any county 
that contains population sufficient to entitle- it to two or more mem- 
bers of the Legislature shall be divided into separate and distinct 
Legislative Districts, as nearly equal in population as may be com- 
posed of contiguous and compact territory. After the creation of such 
districts, beginning in nineteen'hundred and thirty-six and every two 
years thereafter, one member of the Legislature shall be elected from 
each such District. The basis of apportionment shall be the population 
excluding aliens, as shown by next preceding federal census. In like 
manner, when' necessary to a correction of inequalities in the popula- 
tion of such districts, the state may be redistricted from time to time, 
but no oftener than once in ten years. 


That Section 6 of Article III of the Constitution of Nebraska be 


amended to read as follows: 


Sec. 6. The Legislature shall consist of not more than fifty mem- 


bers and not less than thirty members. The sessions of the Legisla- 
ture shall be biennial except as otherwise provided by this constitution 
or as may be otherwise provided by law. , 


That Section 7 of Article III of the Constitution of Nebraska be 


amended to read as follows: 


Sec. 7. Members of the Legislature shall be elected for a term of 


two years beginning at noon on the first Tuesday iu January at the 
year next ensuing the general election at which they were elected. 
Each member shall be nominated and electad in a non-partisan manner 
and without any indication on the ballot that he is affiliated with or 
endorsed by any .political' party or- organization. The aggregate sal- 
aries of all the members shall be $37,500 per annum, divided equally 
among the members and payable in such manner and at such times as 
shall be provided by law. In addition to his salary, each member shall 
receive an amount equal to his actual ^spense^ in traveling by the 
most usual route once to and returning from each regular or special 
session of the Legislature. Members of the Legislature shall receive 
no pay nor perquisites other than said salary and expenses, and em- 
ployees of the Legislature shall receive no compensation other than 
their salary or per diem. 


That Section 10 of Article III of the Constitution of Nebraska be 


amended to read as follows: 


Sec. 10. The Legislature shall meet in regular session at 12:00 


o'clock (noon) on the first Tuesday in January in the year next ensu- 
ing the election of the members thereof. 
The Lieutenant Governor 


shall preside, but shall vote only when the Legislature is equally di- 
vided. 
A majority of the members elected to the Legislature shall 


constitute a quorum; the Legislature shall determine the rules of its 
proceedings and be the judge of the election, returns, and qualifications 
of its members, shall choose its own officers, including a Speaker to 
preside when the Lieutenant Governor shall be absent, incapacitated, 
or shall act as Governor. No member shall be expelled except by a 
vote of two-thirds of all members elected to the Legislature, and no 
member shall be twice expelled for the same offense. The- Legislature 
may punish by imprisonment any person not a member thereof who 
shall be guilty of disrespect to the Legislature by disorderly or con- 
temptuous behavior in its presence, but no such imprisonment shall 
extend beyond twenty-four hours at one time, unless the person shall 
persist in such disorderly or contemptuous behavior. * 


That Section 11 of Article HI of the Constitution of Nebraska be 


amended to read as follows: 


Sec. 11. The Legislature shall keep a journal of its proceedings 


and publish them (except such parts as may require secrecy) and the 
yeas and nays of the members on any question, shall at the desire of 
any one of them be entered on the journal. 
All votes shall be viva 


voce. The doors of the Legislature and of the Committees of the 
Whole, shall be open, unless when the business shall be such as ought 
to be kept secret. 
/ 
, That Section 14 of Article m of the Constitution of Nebraska be 


amended to read as follows: 


Sec. 14. Every bill and resolution shall be read by title when 


introduced, and a printed copy thereof provided for the use of each 
member, and the hill and all amendments thereto shall be printed and 
read at large before the vote is taken upon its final passage- No such 
vote upon the final" passage of any bill shall be taken, however, until 
five legislative days after its introduction nor until it has been on file 
for final reading and passage for at least one legislative day. No bill 
shall contain more than one subject, and the same shall be clearly ex- 
pressed in the title. Arid no law shall be amended unless the new act 
contain the section or sections as amended and the section or sections 
so amended shall be repealed. The Lieutenant Governor, or the Speaker 
if acting as presiding officer, shall sign, in the presence of the Legisla- 
ture while the same is in session and capable of transacting business, 
all bills and resolutions passed by the legislature. 


That Sections 12 and 28, of Article HI, and Sections 9 and 17, of 


Article TV, be and the same hereby are repealed, effective as of Janu- 
ary 1, 1937."

Member of Crew Reaches 


Washington To Give 


Account. 


WASHINGTON, July 31— </» - 


Capt. Albert Stevens arrived in 
Washington,by plane today to re- 
port to army air corps and Na- 
tional Geographic society officials 
on the stratosphere balloon flignt 
over South Dakota and Nebraska 
last week. 
Stevens, one of the crew of three 


who had to take to parachutes to 
escape death in tne gondola which 
crashed to the ground after the big 
balloon ripped while 60,000 feet up, 
was called here yesterday by Brig. 
Gen. Oscar Westover for a first 
hand account of the flight. 


Arriving nearly an hour ahead 


w' schedule, Stevens immediately 
began shuttling between air corps 
and Geographic headquarters for 
conferences with officials of those 
agencies which backed the flight.

Reduced Rates On 


Stock in Drouth Area 


Extended To Sept. 4 


WASHINGTON, July 31— CXP) — 


Reduced freight rates on livestock 
and feed for animals in the drouth 
area will be continuefl until Sep- 
tember 4. 
Clyde B. Aitchison, member of 
the Interstate commerce commis- 
sion and chairman of the inter- 
departmental committee on trans- 
portation for drouth relief, an- 
nounced that by arrangement be- 
tween the railroads the present re- 
duced interstate rates will be con- 
tinued 30 days. 
The commission, Aitchison said, 
will issue the necessary orders per- 
mitting the extension to take effect 
August 5 upon expiration of the 
present reduced rates. 
Railroads in the drouth area 
have been hauling cattle to pas- 
tures in other sections at 80 per 
cent of the regular freight rates. 
When the cattle are shipped back, 
if ever, the owners will be required 
to pay only 20 per cent of the 
regular rates making a reduction 
of 50 per cent in rates. 


According to rate department of- 


ficials of the state railway com- 
mission when the rates were re- 
duced in June, provision was made 
for another conference should the 
drouth continue. Although the de- 
partment here had received no of- 
ficial communication on the rate 
reduction extension, officials s~ud 
that the ruling would be effective 
in Nebraska.

The worship of Almighty God is 


HOD a ji-nket and unless He is ap- 
proached with profound reverenca 
He will not be found by the worship- 
per. Yet joy has its place in the 
sanctuary, and if legitimate it is too 
deep and real to be expressed in 
mere jestings. Praise and thanksgiv- 
ing best become those who realize 
that Heaven's mercy endures forever. 
But having said that I agree with 
you that religion and humor need 
not fall out. If they do it is to the 
degradation of humor and the im- 
poverishment of religion. Spurgeon 
was a glorious Puritan who could 
crack a seemly joke in tne pulpit, 
and W. L. Watkinson, another Vic- 
torian prophet of distinction, made 
effective use of his brilliant wit in 
his sermons and addresses. 
One often finds in older books of 
piety admirably earnest intentions 
without the preservative of humor. 
The tension is never relaxed. The 
reader's mind is required to rssem- 
ble a sentry on duty. Yet one touch 
of the New Testament's humanne:s 
and grace, or of the Old Testa- 
ment's satire On evildoers, is bene- 
ficial for those who take their re- 
ligion too seriously. 
Beecher could convulse his audi- 
ence with laughter and by so doing 
clear the way for his overwhelming 
pleas in behalf of life's spirituali- 
ties. But he was a master of pul- 
pit strategy 
who never allowed 
numor to have a placs unless it 
aided his general purpose. It is un- 
safe for the average preacher to im- 
itate these giants. If what he says 
is spontaneously funny, a radiant re- 
sponse helps everybody. But it shoultt 
never be forgotten that when the 
Lord is in His holy temple our prop- 
er attitude is knees on the ground, 
eyes on the altar and hearts up- 
raised to their Redeemer and King 
Copyright, 1934, New York Tribune 
Inc.
